GERMANY MUST 
MAKE GOOD OR 
GO TO WAR AGAIN 


Two Years Ago Tonight 


Just two years ago tonight the German armies began 
at midnight their last drive towards Paris. 
It was the 
first drive they had undertaken against an American, 
army. It was the last drive they ever undertook' against 
any army. It was the night of Bastile Day, the national 
holiday of the French. The people of the French repub­ 
lic were celebrating the 129th anniversary of the storm­ 
ing of the Bastile, from which anniversary is dated the 
beginning of Gallic freedom. 
The German high command hoped that the French 
armies would be demoralized by the celebration and con­ 
sequently off their guard. Hence the army of the Crown' 
Prince was hurled at the allied lines. 
r 
The German artillery was to open at midnight. 
For 
four hours and twenty five minutes the French and Amer­ 
ican units were to be smothered b y a whirlwind of%shells. 
Then the hordes of Prussia were to sweep through the 
shattered lines to Chalons certainly—to Paris possibly. 
But the German plans had been discovered. 
On the 
night of the 13th a French raiding party had captured 
two German prisoners. 
These had told the German 
scheme to the French officers. 
Consequently the allies 
were ready. 
They knew when the enemy artillery fire 
was to open. They knew how long it was to last. They 
knew when they were to meet the Prussian guards in the 
iron grip of war. 
At five minutes before midnight the 
French 
and 
American artillery East of Rheims opened fire. They. beat 
the Germans to it by five minutes. 
The chalk hills of 
the Champagne heaved and moaned under the shock of 
one of the heaviest blasts of cannon ever heard on the 
continent. The German divisions massed for the assault 
were caught in a storm of steel and fire. 
Whole divis­ 
ions were wiped out. 
When the remnants advanced to 
the charge they were annihilated. The Rainbow division 
fighting with Gouraud’s army at a village called Perthes 
stopped seven successive assaults of the Prussians and 
never yielded an inch of ground. 
West of Rheims the allied lines yielded ground slow­ 
ly. The German legions crossed the Marne and advanced 
slowly towards Paris. Then they struck the Marines and 
the American regulars. 
Then came Chateau-Thierry, 
Belleau Wood, and the Second Marne. 
The Hunnish 
hordes were hurled back upon their base. 
The tides of 
war had turned. The race between Ludendorff and Wil­ 
son had ended and the prize was safely in American 
hands.

Just two years ago tonight the German armies began 


at midnight their last drive towards Paris. It was the

American artillery East of Rheims opened fire. They. beat 
the Germans to it by five minutes. 
The chalk hills of 


the Champagne heaved and moaned under the shock of 
one of the heaviest blasts of cannon ever heard on the 
continent. The German divisions massed for the assault 
were caught in a storm of steel and fire. Whole divis- 
ions were wiped out. When the remnants advanced to 
the charge they were annihilated. The Rainbow division 
fighting with Gouraud's army at a village called Perthes 
stopped seven successive 'assaults of the Prussians and 
never yielded an inch of ground. 


West of Rheims the allied lines yielded ground slow- 


ly. The German legions crossed the Marne and advanced 
slowly towards Paris. Then they struck the Marines and 
the American regulars. 
Then came Chateau-Thierry, 


Belleau Wood, and the Second Marne. 
The Hunnish 


hordes were hurled back upon their base.
